Auditor gives VB

After Auditor Tom Taylor gave the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
their good, unqualified audit report for the 
2011-12 fiscal year, he went on to explain 
some of the things the district will have to 
do to satisfy the Healthcare Reform Act, 
better known as “Obamacare”. 

Taylor, of Taylor & Morgan, CPAs and 
Business Advisors, said the requirements 
are very complex and people didn’t worry 
about it before the General Election. But 
now they know it’s not going to be repealed 
and it is something to deal with. 

For instance, he told the board at 
Monday’s regular meeting, as of January 
2013, the district has to report a summary 
of benefits and health insurance coverage 
on its employees’ W-2 forms. 

He said there is no easy way to do this, 
so the financial office will have to do the 
employee forms one by one. They have to 
show the coverage for children up through 
age 26 and must show proof of delivery. 

He said there are compliance issues, since 
now full time is 30 hours and more a week, 
and there are significant penalties for non- 
compliance. 

Taylor said there are potential penalties 
even if the district complies. 

Anew annual return is required in January 
2015 to track who is offered coverage. 
Also, new taxes are expected in 2013 and 
district officials have to become educated 
on what is required, as well as unintended 
consequences. 

He said Finance Director Karen Moffitt 
is attending classes and learning the 
unintended loopholes. 

He said all of the details aren’t known 
yet, so this is an ongoing project. 

Taylor said a friend of his who owns a 
small business told him if he has to spend 
money on this complience, he will have to 
buy less equipment. 

Board member Sharry Frazier said RESA 
probably will get a computer program set 
up to help with the compliance. 

Taylor began his comments with his audit 


According to the bylaws of the school 
board, a vacant seat must be filled within 
30 days or RESA will fill it. The seat has 
been vacant since Nov. 7. 

So, on Monday the board put out a call for 
anyone interested in serving for the one or 
two meetings in December to write a letter 
of application and get it to School Supt. 
Michael Van Tassel by noon on Tuesday, 
Nov. 20. 

At a special meeting at 6 p.m. Monday, 


Nov. 26, the board will speak with the 
applicants and at the meeting that follows 
at 7 p.m. the board is expected to make an 
appointment. 

The selected person will sign the necessary 
paperwork and be sworn in during the next 
day or so and be an official member for any 
meetings until the end of the year. 

That’s when the two new school board 
members will take their seats and the 
temporary board member’s job will be 


over. 

Board President Martha Toth urged the 
two newly elected board members — Kelly 
Owen and Kathy Kovach -- to apply for the 
position. 

Toth said if there had been only one 
new board member, the board could have 
suspended the bylaws and seated that one 
in the temporary position. But since there 
are two, she said she feels they have to go 
through the official steps.

report which was accepted unanimously by 
the school board. 

He complimented the work of Moffitt, 
saying the books and records were in much 
better shape than in previous years because 
of her work. 

He said the district’s foundation allowance 
went down $470 per student from the 
previous fiscal year, to $7,318, and the 
blended rate student population was down 
to 5,347. 

He said the combination of losing 
students and falling foundation allowances 
has severely cut the income. 

“We spent more money than we brought 
in this year, some $1 million,” Taylor 
said. He said there is $572,337 left in the 
fund balance, with only $490,000 of that 
unassigned, and the district had to borrow 
$6 million from the state for operation. 

He said the fund balance at the end of the 
fiscal year represented 1.19% of the total 
budget. 

“You’re operating on fumes,” Taylor told 
the board. It’s hard to withstand shocks, 
such as higher fuels costs, he said. 

“Tt doesn’t give you much room for those 
kinds of shocks,” Taylor said. 

He said the state operates on a fiscal year 
that starts Sept. 30 and the district had 
to wait for some of its state money. The 
district got its first state aid payment in 
October. 

He said Moffitt did a better job than those 
handling the funds in the past by requesting 
federal funds early. 

Taylor spoke of the retirement rate 
that went up to 25.36%, noting all of 
the district’s employees are in the state 
retirement system. That means for every 
$100 paid in salary, the district pays $25.36 


in retirement costs. 

He said the food service department has 
a very healthy program with a $300,000 
fund balance. 

Athletics income was down and the 
general fund contributed $300,000 to that. 
School Board President Martha Toth noted 
that figure was just 1% of the general fund 
budget. 

He then spoke of the 1998 Sinking Fund 
that committed funds to a 2005 bond 
refunding and the issues with that. 

Toth pointed out the district has lost one- 
third of its tax base. 

Taylor pointed out that a year ago the 
board adopted a deficit budget and it was 
able to pull the district out of that deficit, 
but it’s a narrow margin. 

Frazier said the district needs to add more 
students and needs to be more concerned 
with getting students into the district. 

Board members agreed the new BHS 
should draw more students. 

Toth said the district still has to cut 
because of rising costs. 

“T just want people to know it’s not over 
yet,” Toth said. 

Taylor credited the board with getting out 
of the deficit and Frazier pointed out there 
were a lot of sacrifices by the staff, and 
board members agreed. 

In other business at the Nov. 12 meeting 
the board: 

e Approved hiring Charolette Buck as 
English teacher at McBride Middle as of 
Nov. 5; Michelle Malbone as Intervention 
Teacher at Owen Intermediate as of Oct. 
31; and Robert Shafer as Social Worker 
and Asha Williams as Intervention Teacher, 
both as of Nov. 5 at Edgemont; 

e Accepted 32 American Flags from 


the VFW and PLAV for placement in 
Belleville High School classrooms, which 
will be required by state law in the spring. 
Most of the elementary and middle school 
classrooms have flags; 

e Presented a plaque to Brenda 
McClanahan for her four years of service 
as a school board member; 

e Approved spending $44,181 of BHS bond 
money for hardware revisions, as presented 
by Sid Dotinga of Granger Construction. 
This includes straight hardware and also 
electronic security hardware. The athletic 
vestibule doors will be able to close off the 
rest of the school from the fitness center; 

e Approved spending $33,142 in BHS 
bond money for food service equipment for 
the high school, including a walk-in Alto- 
Shaam Combi oven, to use for steaming, 
baking, and oven-frying by using steam, 
convection heat or a combination of both. 
This would replace the fryers which will 
not be allowed in schools in the state; 

e Approved the Best Practices Incentive 
Resolution which will qualify the district to 
receive $52 per pupil in state best practices 
funds. The district satisfies seven of eight 
best practices criteria to qualify. The eighth 
item concerned bidding a non-instructional 
service, but it was uncertain if the district 
complied. Having eight best practices 
doesn’t bring more money. Moffitt said the 
district may be eligible for $48 more per 
student for its MEAP scores; 

e Approved paying for the new board 
members to take Michigan Association 
of School Board classes available in 
December; 

e Approved minutes for disciplinary 
hearings on Oct. 25 and Oct. 30 that 
resulted in two Owen students suspended 
for 180 days, one BHS student expelled 
permanently, and one BHS student charged 
with a weapons violation unanimously 
reinstated; and 

e Went into executive session to consider 
reinstatement of another student. 

The board’s Nov. 19 work/study session 
was cancelled because three board members 
will be out of town for Thanksgiving.

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Would one Christmas 
tree add confusion? 


To the Editor: 

Supposedly, the addition of a temporary 
CHRISTMAS tree will compound a street 
confusion problem in Belleville. I just do 
not understand what and/or why but let us 
try to rationalize this supposition. 

When leaving Rawsonville Road it’s a 
West turn onto Textile or an East turn onto 
Huron River Dr. (for 2 miles) with all sorts 
of cross roads until we arrive at High Street 
“Y” and the SAME street changes to W. 
Columbia Ave. 

West Columbia Ave. meanders for another 
mile with various street intersections 
until the Five Points and South Street 
intersection. If I stay to the right, I am still 
on W. Columbia Ave. However, if I turn 
to the “Y” left am I still on W. Columbia 
Ave. for 50’, or is this an extension of 
East Huron River Dr. as it intersects with 
southbound Main Street, OR northbound 
South Street? 

Is this the same Huron River Dr. we left 
a mile back at the “Y?” intersection of High 
Street? Nevertheless, we continue on the 
right of the “Y” [in the left lane as the right 
lane is right turn only and “no turn on red.”’] 
and we assume this is W. Columbia Ave. - 
cross Main Street (or is it South Street) to 
E. Columbia Ave.? 

Wow! We are now straight across and 
continue 4% mile to the railroad tracks 
(avoided a name change because of 
S. Liberty Street “Y” now a one-way 
intersection) and low-and-behold we are 
on Savage Road. This is the same street/ 
road but with FOUR different names. 

Aw, let’s go back to the beginning of 
High Street, make a left off West Huron 
River Dr., therefore avoiding a bumpy 
W. Columbia Ave., to the first stop sign 
at Edison Street, no stop at Brain Street 
intersection, stop sign at the intersection of 
High/Church/Roys and High. 

To stay on High Street I must turn left 
on High Street (that could logically be 
Church Street, Roys Street eliminated and 
High Street stop at Main Street) two blocks 
to a traffic light at Main Street. To leave 
Belleville, turn left on Main Street to the 
next traffic light. 

A question: If I go straight from here, 
is this still Main Street or the beginning of 
Belleville Road? It must be Main Street 
since there is a bridge ahead and in this 
town, roads/streets change names with 
intersections and since the river crosses 
under the street it must be Main Street to 
the Belleville Bridge then change names to 
Belleville Road. 

Aha, that explains why, at this intersection, 
if I go West it will be Denton Road and if 
I turn East it will be North Liberty Street 
(or is it still just Liberty Street) until Huron 
River Dr. - again - OR is this East Huron 
River Dr. - and another intersection that 
becomes South Liberty Street? OIH - 
VEH! 

Of course we could have turned right at 
High/Main Street intersection and gone

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Former VBT Fire Chief sues VBT, White, McClanahan

An 8:15 a.m. Dec. 21 status conference 
has been set before Judge Kathleen 
Macdonald in Wayne County Circuit Court 
in the law suit filed by former Van Buren 
Township Fire Chief 
Darwin Loyer against 
the township, former 


Supervisor Paul 
White, and Public 
Safety Director Carl 


McClanahan. 

The law suit was filed 
Sept. 17 by Loyer’s 
attorney Joseph R. 
Furton, Jr. of Dearborn. Loyer also paid the 
$235 fee necessary to demand a jury trial. 

The employment discrimination law 
suit alleges violation of Michigan law, 
including but not limited to the Michigan 
Whistleblowers Protection Act. 

The suit alleges that Loyer “was hired as 
fire chief of VBT because of his long and 
distinguished career as a firefighter. He had 
previously been qualified, through tests 
and interviews as a Fire Fighter and Fire 
Officer.” 

Loyer’s suit alleges that it was Paul White 
who discharged him because of Loyer’s 
complaints of illegalities, violations of law 
and safety regulations. 

Loyer also alleges that McClanahan and 
the Board of Trustees were also aware of

Loyer’s complaints of illegalities at a fire 
scene. 

The suit continues: “...Mr. Loyer also 
made complaints of illegalities concerning 
Anthony Karver’s disregard of legal and 
fire safety code regulations” and “That 
the illegalities were dangerous and could 
have caused loss of life and limb of the 
firefighters working for the department as 
well as citizens.” 

The suit claims Loyer reported these 
illegalities to a public body and after doing 
so was summarily discharged. 

“One reason for his discharge was 
his report of these illegalities,’ the suit 
claims, and, “That the discharge violates 
the Michigan Whistleblower’s Protection 
Act.” 

Loyer claims that his discharge has 
caused and will continue to cause him 
great damages, including but not limited 
to lost wages, past and future; emotional 
distress and other non-economic damages; 
humiliation, anger, disappointment, and 
upset; as well as attorney fees.”

He is asking for an amount in excess of 
$25,000, exclusive of costs, interest, and 
attorney fees, and specifically requests an 
award on attorney fees. 

The above law suit was acquired by 
the Independent through a Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

According to Wayne County internet 
records, the township’s attorney Carlito H. 
Young is defending the township, White 
and McClanahan. Young filed an answer to 
the complaint on Oct. 22. 

The VBT board held a closed-door session 
on Loyer on June 19, following public 
release of an official complaint by Karver 
against Loyer and an ensuing investigation 
by McClanahan of the incident. 

Loyer left township employment on June 
21 and Dan Besson took over the job as 
interim fire chief. Besson was sworn in as 
permanent fire chief on Aug. 21. 

Reportedly Loyer was offered a settlement 
for leaving township employment if 
he would sign a promise not to sue the 
township. He did not sign. 


Louis Kovach vs. VBT case transferred 
to new judge, December 13 session

The case of Louis Kovach vs. Charter 
Township of Van Buren has been transferred 
from Circuit Court Judge John H. Gillis, 
Jr., to Judge Lita Masini Popke. 

A court session is set for Dec. 13 in Judge 
Popke’s courtroom on the ninth floor of the 
Coleman A. Young Municipal Center in 
Detroit. 

Kovach is suing the township over its 
refusal to approve land splits for part of the 
property that formerly was the Coykendall 
Greenhouse site and now is owned by 
Kovach.

Board: Terry Carroll, Linda Stevenson, and 
Tom MacDonald. 

Much of the last courtroom session on the 
case in Judge Gillis’ courtroom on Sept. 20 
was spent in a lengthy sidebar conference, 
as attorneys discussed the case with the 
judge. 

They also studied proposed land splits for 
the former greenhouse property. 

When all the talking with the judge was 
done, township attorney David Greco said 
he would present a proposed settlement to 
the township for approval, with hopes of 
a settlement before the next court date of 
Nov. 15. 

Kovach’s attorney John Day said he 
was hopeful for a mutually acceptable 
agreement that will benefit both his client 
and the township. 

But then the circuit court announced the 
reassignment of the case to Judge Popke 
and the next date was changed to Dec. 13.
